The organization charts that follow on pages 54-58 show the general structure of (1) 
the Department of the Interior (DOI), (2) the Minerais Management Service (MMS), (3) 
the Offshore Minerals Management section of MMS, and (4) the DOI’s OCS Advisory 
Board, all of which have a direct involvement with the OCS Oil and Gas Program. 


Department of the Interior 


The Secretary of the Incerior acts through the MMS in implementing the Federal OCS 
Oil and Gas Program and in permitting lease operations. 


Minerals Management Service 


There are many Federal laws administered by several Federal departments and 
agencies that govern leasing and operational activities onthe OCS. MMS is responsible 
for (1) leasing offshore Federal land; (2) establishing and monitoring the regulatory 
requirements for offshore operations; and (3) collecting rents, bonuses, and royalties 
of offshore and onshore Federal lands and Indian lands. To accomplish these tasks, 
MMS has two major sections: Offshore Minerals Management and Royalty Manage- 
ment. 


@ The Offshore Minerals Management section is composed of two units: Offshore 
Leasing and Offshore Operations. Offshore Leasing is responsible for preparing the 5- 
Year Oil and Gas Program schedule, for identifying proposed lease sale areas, for 
preparing resource and reserve estimates, for preparing environmental impact state- 
ments, for conducting public hearings and lease sales, for issuing leases, and for 
complying with environmental laws and regulations regarding offshore operations. 
Offshore Operations is responsible for regulating oil and gas drilling and production 
operations, for monitoring and inspecting oil and gas operations to ensure compliance 
with terms of permits, and for coordinating with the States by sending copies of all 
exploration plans and development and production plans to appropriate parties within 
the affected States. 


@ The Royalty Management section is responsible for assuring that all mineral 
revenues due and owing from Federal and Indian lands have been properly collected, 
accounted for, and distributed to the recipients designated by law. 
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ORGANIZATION CHARTS (continued) 


OCS Advisory Board 


The OCS Advisory Board has thefunction toadvise the Secretary of the Interior and other 
Officers in DOI on the performance of discretionary functions of the OCS Lands Act, as 
amended. The Board is composed of eight committees: the OCS Policy Committee, 
the Scientific Committee, and six Regional Technical Working Groups (PTWG’s). 


@ The OCS Policy Committee is involved throughout the OCS program. 


@ The Scientific Committee is involved with environmental studies that are usually 
initiated before operations begin. 


@ The RTWG's are involved in every aspect of the leasing program under MMS 
jurisdiction and therefore advise MMS on technical matters of regional concern.
